a precipitation of 7.50 inches the 
former day and 8.60 the latter. 
This caused a slippage of the 
brush cover on different parts of 
the high slopes back of the res¬ 
ervoir and a stream of water 
poured down the canyon and 
started cutting a deep channel on 
one side of the reservoir. The 
main from the reservoir crosses 
at the point where the cutting 
was made and when we arrived 
we found the main exposed and 
taking a terrific beating with 
large rocks and boulders. It 
seemed imperative that we re¬ 
place cover over the main and 
protect it from similar hazard in 
the future by providing a chan¬ 
nel for carrying floods past the 
reservoir. 

Funds for large projects are 
very limited for a town of this 
size and labor was unobtainable 
at this time. However, with a 
city crew of five men a rock 
channel was started. For mate¬ 
rial, an abundance of rock was 
found close by. 

The channel was made 15 feet 
! wide with walls five feet high, 
and approximately 300 feet long. 
The floor and walls were made 
14 inches thick of rock laid in 
cement mortar. The east wall 
ties into the reservoir and the 
west wall ties into a rock ledge 
on the mountain side. There is 
a cut-off wall six feet deep at 
the upper end so that water can¬ 
not cut under the channel floor. 

This channel does not protect 
the property below, which is built 
up with large homes, but it does 
protect the reservoir. The job 
was completed before the rainy 
season of this year and has al¬ 
ready proved its efficiency. The

I N one part of our slum a couple of hundred 
boys and young men might have been seen 
making their way every evening to a rambling 
building which was called “The Cyprus Club.” The 
presiding officer, whom we oalled sometimes the 
“Boss and Chucker-out,” was a burly, kindly coal 
merchant who voluntarily gave up all his evenings 
to the boys. And he was a type of many other 
volunteers. Among those boys of the slums could 
be found as much native ability as among any 
other boys. One of them wrote witty comedies 
which kept many young players busy. Others 
could sing all the comic songs of the day, some¬ 
times to my accompaniment. Some liked study, 
some handicrafts; others all the usual games In 
one room cocoa and simple kinds of food could 
be bought, each article for a penny. Boys often 
entered the club with no shoes to wear, but as 
their morale gradually rose, most of them were 
able to become highly “respectable,” and the char¬ 
acter of the club changed in that direction. I well 
remember the pride of a lad who came wearing 
his first pair of shoes, as he showed them to the 
Boss. Once a lad from the club was taken up by 
the police while driving a cart for someone who 
had stolen it unknown to the lad. The poor boy 
entreated the magistrate to send for Mr. Malden, 
the young clergyman who was his friend at the 
club. Mr. Malden was called to the court, and 
explained that the boy was as honest as the day, 
and the trusted treasurer of the club, and was 
evidently, as he said, trying to earn something 
by innocently accepting a job of driving. The 
magistrate, looking over his spectacles, said: 
“After hearing this reverend gentleman, I am sure 
the boy Is innocent.” And the case was dismissed. 
And what a relief! For to be convicted unjustly 
of being a thief would be to the innocent lad and 
a family belonging to the respectable poor a bur¬ 
den too heavy to bear. Aud what a rejoicing, 
coming home from the court: and what an affec¬ 
tion for Mr. Malden! Most of such boys had 
passed through the school we had built among 
them, and came regularly to our beautiful little 
church, with its murals and painted windows and 
bright music which they loved to sing together. 
One morning, after an early service, a boy kept 
loitering about our clergy house, till we asked 
him whether he did not want to go home. “No,” 
he said, “My father and mother are both drunk. 
I would like to stay with you.” Which of course 
he did. 

I have written about the boys, but there were 
numerous organizations welcomed by girls and 
women, in schools, classes, sewing and other clubs, 
guilds and societies; and besides the good Sisters, 
there were a number of ladies of some means who 
were glad to devote their lives to folks in poverty, 
or sickness, or need of advice, help, and friend¬ 
ship—like the Friendly Visitors organized in Long 
Beach by Miss Fletcher 25 years ago. And there 
was nothing of what Is called “indiscriminate 
charity.” We had just learned all about that, for 
we were in at the start of the “Charity Organiza¬ 
tion Society;” and C. S. Loch, and Octavia Hill 
and others had educated us on the subject of full 
enquiry. We had our weekly Parish Welfare 
meetings, attended by a staff of volunteer workers. 
We sat on many of the Charity Organization 
Boards of South London. I was on both Camber¬ 
well and Battersea Boards, and studied "cases” 
and scientific application blanks, full of private 
questions, which provoked some of my friends to 
suggest the question: “Did your grandmother 
drink?” Not everyone knows the danger of hu¬ 
miliating honorable poor people in questioning 
them. We sometimes find relief so fenced against 
chiselers that an honest person can hardly get 
through. In my time we were at the beginning 
of scientific methods of social work, but we nat¬ 
urally retained the all-important respect for every 
personality; and the voluntary, devoted friends of 
the poor, as working Christians, were, from any 
point of view, an incalculable benefit to the dis¬ 
tressed parents and their children in “darkest 
London.” 

T HERE were some useful Institutions In the 
slums. At the bakery a poor woman could 
have a dinner cooked for twonence. You 
would see the women bringing home Sundav din¬ 
ner at noon. There was a place for smoking 
“Finnan haddies,” another for making ink. The 
pawnbroker was a useful man. It was the cus¬ 
tom for costermongers to be bedecked with rows 
of mother-of-pearl buttons and for their wives 
and grown-up daughters to wear velvet and os¬ 
trich feathers. Many would pawn these wonderful 
costumes on Mondays for money to live on during 
the week. Then on Saturdays, when wages had 
been received, they would pay to take the clothes 
out of pawn to show some respectability on Sun¬ 
days. The “pubs” were the only plices where men 
could gather for a social time. There you might 
hear a popular, aged man, bearded and blind, 
slnedng with quavering voice to entertain the 
company. 

Once I paid a visit to a large omhanaga nearbv. 
There were three very large buildings in which 
the orphans lived according to age and size—the 
larger children In building No. 1, the middle-sized 
in building No. 2, and the little children In build¬ 
ing No. 3. It was some festive occasion and all 
the children were allowed to play together in the 
grounds before a crowd of visitors. When a big 
bell rang, the play ceased and the children had 
to return to their respective buildings. My atten¬ 
tion was drawn to three little sisters, each with 
a sudden look of fear and distraction, engaged in 
a three-cornered search for one another In the 
crowd, to meet finally with arms around one an¬ 
other, clinging together before being separated 
for another long period in the different buildings. 
It was 50 yeaVs ago but the memory persists, and 
reminds me that some philanthropic institutions 
were strangely heartless. The placing out of these 
three little sisters together in a home and family 
of kind people, after the manner of our Children’s 
Home Societies, is the humane way, and the scien¬ 
tific way and nature’s way. 

A BRIGHT event In the lives of a thousand 
poor children was our annual excursion to 
the seaside or to some beautiful country place 
of trees and meadows. A special train was hired 
for children and teachers, thoroughly organized 
for safety. If we went to the sea, the sand was 
wonderful and so was wading in the ocean. If 
we went to the meadows the feelings of the chil¬ 
dren varied. To some the sight of great open 
spaces brought fear of vastness, to others It 
brought the impulse to run and run and run, first 
in one direction, then in another, with their first 
feeling of absolute freedom, new and fascinating. 
They wanted to gather things for self and friends. 
I always remember a child bringing home from 
the seashore and offering to me, with hesitation, 
a present of five pebbles, which were so brightly 
colored in the sea, but Eifterwards became dull. 
And very many poor children were chiefly con¬ 
cerned as to how to carry back to small brothers 
and sisters at home some hits of the picnic food, 
because they were not having any of the good 
time. 
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War Monuments 

Time Magazine reports a revolt springing up 
throughout the nation against the traditional me¬ 
morials which are built after each war. 

Instead of grandiose creations in granite or mon¬ 
strosities in marble, the trend is toward more 
practical remembrances such as parks and recre¬ 
ation centers. 

This is a sensible approach. After World War I, 
many millions of dollars were spent in building 
massive structures in stone that had little practical 
use and still less artistic value. 

But even the planning of more useful memo¬ 
rials should not be an excuse for spending huge 
sums of money. At the present time, in the desire 
to express their gratitude to our war heroes, some 
communities are planning projects which are much 
more ambitious than their treasuries can really 
afford. The result is that taxes are being in¬ 
creased to meet the cost. 

In some instances, the expense of a project is 
excused by the argument that it will provide post¬ 
war employment. This is true in a degree, but it 
should be realized that a genuine solution to the 
postwar job problem—in which veterans have a 
vital stake—will not be reached merely by con¬ 
structing war memorials or any other type of pub¬ 
lic works.

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! DECLARATION! 




We, the undersigned citizens of Sierra Madre, in view of un-American ideas and petitions for discrimination against 

oya mencan citizens because of racial origin, particularly such Americans of Japanese ancestry, recently circulated in 
Sierra Madre, HEREBY DECLARE: 


1. Our disapproval of any discrimination against 
loyal American citizens', or aliens loyal to Amer¬ 
ica, because of race, color or creed; 

2. Our especial pride in those thousands of Ameri¬ 
cans of Japanese ancestry who have proven their 
loyalty to America, in the face of hysteria and 
prejudice, as war workers and as American sol¬ 
diers fighting with unsurpassed bravery, courage 
and devotion on all fronts, including battles on 
the Pacific front from Bataan to Saipan, and in 
those loyal parents of Japanese ancestry who 
have given as high as six sons and daughters to 
the American Army, a large proportion of them 
as volunteers; 

3. Our faith in the discretion, integrity and justice 
of the F.B.I. which has stated that no acts of 
sabotage were committed by Japanese-Americans 
either before or after Pearl Harbor, and of the 
Army of the United States which we do not be¬ 
lieve will allow liberty to disloyal persons or will, 
or should, deny liberty to persons proven loyal 
to the United States; 

4. Our welcome to any such loyal Japanese-Amer¬ 
icans or Aliens loyal to America permitted by the 
Military Authorities to return to the West Coast; 

5. Our intention to aid them in finding decent 
homes in normal American communities, includ¬ 
ing Sierra Madre, in finding employment and in 
living normal American lives; we welcome their 
children to our schools and to play with our chil¬ 
dren. 


6. Our disapproval of the un-American activities of 
the so-called Joint Immigration Committee and 
other pressure groups which have fostered and 
promoted racial hatred and discrimination and 
are not representative of the people of California; 

7. Our belief that such un-American activities and 
propaganda undermine the unity of America 
and the faith of the peoples of the world in Amer¬ 
ica and the things for which she stands, particu¬ 
larly the faith of our Allies of other races; and 
our belief that such activities are of direct aid 
and benefit to our Enemies. 

8. Our regret that we have not been given more 
news of the loyal Americans of Japanese ancestry 
from this region and we hereby request the news¬ 
papers of this region to give us such news; 

9. Our intention and purpose to oppose and combat 
such un-American ideas and agreements as that 
set out in the property restriction agreement now 
being circulated in Sierra Madre, and which we 
believe contrary to the spirit of the Constitution 
of the United States, believing that such ideas 
and agreements are steps away from American¬ 
ism and toward Nazism; 

10. Our conviction that other Americans should do¬ 
nate their blood to the Blood Bank with the same 
liberality and devotion with which loyal Japan- 

ese-American Soldiers are donating theirs on the 
Battle Fronts.
